BRITISH NAVAL 
GUNS OPEN FIRE 
ON TURK REBELS 


Touzla, 38 Miles West 
of Ismid, Target. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, June 6.—[By 
the Associated Press.)—British war- 
ships opened fire on Nationalist post- 
tions near Touzla on the Sea of Mar- 
mora, thirty-eight miles west of Ismid, 
late Friday night. Constantinople was 
aroused by the heavy firing. 

The Nationalists had approached 
close to the British intrenchments 
along the Gulf of Ismid, where many 
British units are stationed to protect 
the troops guarding the railway. 

The collapse of the sultan’s troops 
leaves the British alone to defend the 
railway terminals opposite Constanti- 
nople. Many Armenian and Greek 
refugees have entered Ismid after es- 
caping from the Nationalists. 

It is reported that the Turks cap- 
tured Pozanto, north of Adana, on 
May 30, taking prisoner a large num- 
ber of French. 

The Turks now are free to turn their 
entire strength in that area against 
Adana, Tarsus, and Messina, but 
say they do not want to take these

try. Ferid hopes to induce the Greeks 
to lessen the Greek zone of influence 
in Adrianopie to 2 line between Midia 
and Enos, they to agree to have the 
Smyrna territory governed by a joint 
Turk-Greek army. | 

Following an ultimatum from 25,000 
Nationalist troops that they would at- 
tack Ismid in three days, the British 
are reported evacuating that city.

In so far as the platform deals with general 
reduction of the high cost of living it may con- 
sider although it will not be able completely to 
dispose of such questions as. taxation. There is 
little doubt, either among producers or consumers, 
that the present excess profits tax is one primary 
cause of high prices. With war debts and post- 
war expenditures still to be met, the government 
must keegm up its revenues, but there is well 
founded dotbt as to the wisdom of the excess 
profits tax as a means to this end. 

We do not presume to write a plank upon taxa- 
tion, but we can reiterate the statement frequently 
made by leading economists and practical business 
men that the present excess profits tax is a drag 
upon production. If 60 per cent of a factory’s 
excess profits are seized by the government, the 
source of production is injured at its root. Capital 
for new enterprises is thus diverted and extension 
of production handicapped. If, on the other hand, 
taxes should be levied upon private incomes to 
make up for losses due to elimination of corpora- 
tion taxes, it would seem that industry would be

The chief stockholder in a factory with a net 
income of a million dollars, for instance, instead of 
having that income taxed twice—once as corpora- 
tion income and once as private income—would 
have it taxed only as private income.

THE INCONSISTENCIES OF A DEMOCRACY.

THE GOITER REGIONS. 

T has long been known that goiter 

is very prevalent in certain can- 

tons in Switzerland, McCord and 

Walker tell us that it is likewise 
very prevalent in parts of India and 
Brasil. In 1874 it was estimated that 
one-half the people had goiter. In Bng- 
land and Scotland there are certain seo- 
tions where the condition is very preva- 
lent, going by such names as Derbyshire 
neck and Nithsdale neck. 

Prior to the great war most of us 
had‘a notion that the American goiter 
region was the neighborhood of the great 
lakes, but beyond that we knew little 
about the situation. The reports from 
the draft examiners indicate that the 
/Gisease is very prevalent around Wash- 
ington, D. C., and in Washington, Ore- 
gon, and Montana as well as around 
the great lakes, and that certain south- 
ern states have very little of it. 

Other American centers are portions of 

|Montana, Dakota, and Mississippi, re- 
‘ported by Holder; certain Indian reser- 
| vations, by Munson; certain sections of 
Pennsylvania, by Ashmead; certain sec- 
tions of New York, Ohio, Virginia, Mich- 
igan, Kentucky, Tennessee, Maine, Ver- 
mont, Connecticut, Massachtisetts, and 
|New Hampshire, geported by Bucher; 
certain sections of Michigan, by Dock. 
McCord and Walker say there is but 
little in the Atlantic states except in 
western New York and western Penn- 
sylvania, and but little in the gulf states 
except Texas. 


Various studies of groups of civilians 
to discover the prevalence of goiter 
have been made. In Akron, O., 57 per 
cent of 3,872 school girls in the fifth 
to twelfth grades were found to have 
‘goiter, 60 per cent of the girls 18 to 20 
had it. In West Virginia, 9 per cent 
of 13,836 school children, boys and girls, 
had it. In Virginia 12 per cent of 6,432 
school children were affected. Less than 
1 per cent of the goiter is among boys. 

In the University of Washington 18 
per cent of the men and 31 per cent 


had enlarged thyroid glands. In Chi- 
cago Olson found that 7 per cent of 
193 men and 18 per cent of 606 women 
between 18 and 60 years of age had goi- 
ter. Of 61,507 men from the midwest, 
including Texas, examined at Jefferson 
barracks, United States army, near St. 
Louis, 1.63 per cent had enlarged thy- 
roids. The high percentages were from 
Oklahoma, 30; 
Texas, 20, and Idaho and Montana. Of 
,182 soldiers from eleven states ex- 
ined at Camp wis, Washington, 21 
per cent had enlarged thyroids. Marine 
says that 90 per cent of the Wogs in 
Cleveland have goiter. 
In the early days the sheep imdustry 
of Michigan was a failure because so 
many of the lambs had goiters, were 
cretins and runts, and died or failed to 
develop. Just about the time they were 
ready to abandon raising sheep salt was 
found in Michigan and the sheep breed- 
ers commenced using salt from the local 
supplies. It was found that the local 
salt as fed the sheep contained minute 
traces of fodine. When the use of this

salt was begun the sheep quit develop- 
ing goiters. 

Smith reported that at ene time 1,608.,- 
young pigs died from goiter in 
tana each year. The addition of 

a minute trace of iodine to the food of 
the sows stopped the logs of pigs from 
goiter. In Montana, North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Washington, Minnesota, 
and parts of Canada there are valleys 
where most of the domestic animals have 
goiter. In golter regions many fish 
have goiter. In fish hatcheries goiter 
can be gotten rid of by k the 
water clean and adding a trace 
of iodine to it.

Mrs. P. A.-B. writes: “I notice that 
Mrs. W. writes asking you if there is 
nothing that can be done for whooping 
cough except giving sirup. I was very 
much surprised to find that you tell her 
that there is absolutely nothing else to 
be done. My baby was only 3 months 
old, and when he developd whooping 
cough our doctor first put him on the 
sirup for about a week, and when we 
found that it was not doing much good, 
if any, the doctor immediately gave him 
the vaccine. After the third one had 
been given there was the biggest change 
in our baby. 


“All the leading doctors in this city 


are using the vaccines and are having 
wonderful results. The results of the 
vaccines on .our baby were wonderful, 
indeed, as they checked the whooping 
cough right then and there.” 

About the same time Dr. Z. Van N. 
sends a treatment for whooping cough. 
It consists in the injection of sulphuric 
ether into the muscles of the buttocks. 
The dose for a baby is.5 to 10 minims; 
1 year old and over, 30 minims. The in- 
jections are given every other day. Six 
doses are given. Under this medication 
the cough is changed to a simple cough 
without whodp, choking, suffocation, 
vomiting, or nosebleed. After the course 
of six doses the disease runs the mild 
course of a common cough.

ANOTHER REASON FOR UNIVERSAL 
TRAINING. 
Chicago, June 3.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—The south has been*generally re- 
ported as opposed to universal military 
training. The Southern Medical Journal, 
published at Birmingham, Ala., says 
in its March issue that it “ believes 
that universal military training would 
increase the efficiency and promote the 
health and longevity of the future gen- 
erations of Americans; but its greatest 
benefit would come to the people of the 
south for the reason that it would hasten 
the day when hookworm and malaria 
will be eradicated. These diseases were 
practically eliminated from the military 
camps in the south during the war, 
though the civil populations in some of 
the same localities were infected in vary- 
ing degrees. 
“Some object to the bill because they 
fear that it would take the farmer boys 
from their homes when they are needed 
for work in the fields; but it would be 
easy to take them during the dull farm- 
ing seasons. It is the farmer boys that 
universal military training would bene- 
fit most, because they are the ones who 
suffer most from malaria, hookworm, ty- 
phold, and other diseases that result 
from defective drainage and soil pollu- 
tion. They would not only be treated 
for, and be cured of, these diseases that 
lessen the productive power of the farm- 
ers in many localities of the south but 
they would go back to their homes and 
carry into effect the same hygienic meas- 
ures which they were taught during their 
military training. 
“ Unfortunately there are southern con- 
gressmen who oppose the bill on the 
ground that it would have a bad effect on 
the Negro population of the south. The 
negroes need physical and hygienic train- 
ing more than the whites.”
